SAN FRANCISCO 一 SF's large 
Chinese American communitv has 
jost its most powerful political 
standardq-bearer 一 for the time 
being，at least. 

Gordon JJ Lau the, onlv Chi- 
Dese American elected to the 
Boardq of Supervisors in the citw's 
historv，left office this month，He 
was defeated bv Edq Lawson、a 
Republican, in his re-election bid 
for the， seat rebresenting the 
conservative Richmond District. 

Lau garnered 8.807 votes to 
Lawsons 10,424 in a December 
runoff electionm that saw the defeat 
of three other incumbent super- 
visors， That election jleft the 
estimated 80,000 people of 
Chinese ancestrv in this citv of 
more ”than 750,000 with no 
Chinese American representative 
on the11-member Board of Super- 
ViSOTS， 

PLANS 

Laus who has returned to his 
law Dpractice in Chinatown，said 
he had no political plans for the 
immedqdiate future 一 “not for at 
least a month, ”he joked. 


In a wide-ranging interview, he 
Said he Would now like to support 
other、Vvounger Chinese American 
candidates committed to pursuing 
elective office. Lauis 38. 

The former Supervisor repeat- 
edqlv stressed that more Young 
Chinese American leaders maust 
steD forward now,，and that the 
community must take a more 
Vocal，activist posture by pushing

Lau was optimistic that the city 
would somedav have another 
Chinese American supervisor，bnut 
Said that it mav take several vears.

comers and the poor spendamost of 
their time working for aliving and 
dont know the system， 

He added that it was important 
for those in private business，and 
those with technical knowledge， 
to form a coalition “to work out 
whats good for Chinatown”and 
then lobby for it. 

“There are a sipgnificant number 
of altruists workinig for better 
conditions there, he said,， “Its 
important for business people and 
those with _ access to politicianszto 
&ive clout to them.”

The former ,Supervisor also 
insisted it as incumbent on the 
communitv to show the best of 
itself to the city at large. 

“Theres nothing WwWwIong with a 
beautv pageant,， he said，but it is 
wrong 计 thats all we have to 
Offer.” 


He _ suggested the community 


should sponsor martial art demon- 
strations and display its PITOwess in 
music，art and Sports，And he 
advised Chinese American stu- 
dents to _ get involved in school 
activities 一 government，clubs， 
spDorts and honor Societies. 

In recounting ，his political 
tenure，first as a_ member of the 
Planning commission for almost 2 
years，then as a Supervisor for 
more than two years, Lau refused 
to _ take personal credit ,for gains 
made by Chinese Americans. 

“TI dont think one person is 
Sigmnificant;,” he said.“We all have 
our egos.

Although we make no claims for

Several Dreliminarv points need/ 


clarification: First，a_ number of 
churches had been closed earlier 
in 1957，following the period of 
Chairman Mao's abortive plea to 
“Let a- Hundred Elowers Blos- 
som.， Secondljv，the well-publi- 
cized period of the Cultural 


Revolution，which can be dated- 


TOUghlyv between 1966-1976， dealt 
a devastating_ blow to _churches. 
temples and mosquesz Manv of 
them Were destroved，damaged， 
Or taken Over bv the Red Guard. 
Groups of rampaging  vouth， 
known as the Red Cuard, had free 
run of the countrv. They sought to 
destrov the old traditions as _ well 
as Shake up the entrenched 
bureaucracvy， Thev were engaged 
in closing schools， 
chnuirchies, temples， burning books， 
destroving ancient writings，and 
conducting Political rallies， 
AFFECTED 

It was during this period of the- 
Cultural Revolution that PuBlic 
worship in -churches came to a 
halt.， Not only churches， bnut 
temples and mosques were simi- 
larly affected. Let us cite merely 
two exambles:

Province, we visited the Tai Ching 

Buddhist Monastery，which dates 
back to_ antiquity and has Pre- 
Served over 4,000 ancient texts， It 
had been closed for ten years 
between 1967-1977.， Damiage to 
the Temple property is still 
evident. Before the Cultural Revo- 
lution, 1.500 to 2.000 people were 
acetivelv associated with the tem- 
ple, along with 40 resident monks， 
Now about 20 people participate 
.with only 4 monks，all of whom 
are elderlVYv， When we asked the 
Master whw there are So few 
participants， his reasons were 
twWwo: ]) the people dont know 
that the temple has re-opened， 
and2) thepeople are still afraid to 
take part in view of the previous 
Upbheaval thev had experienced. 
The Master noted that one other 
Buddhist temple has been re- 
activateqd in the citv. He also knew 
of 5 Christianrchurches that were 
oberating Prior to _ the Cultural 
Revolution. All were closed down， 
damagedqd，or occupied. Although 
none Of the churches has resumed 
activities, the Master understands 
that bv 1980 thev will be resunxying 
SCTViCeS.

Jones claim， stated in Julv; 1979， 
that “Organized Christianity in

the United Methodist Board of 
Global Ministries，repeated this 
assertion 3 times in the article. 
Also， China traveler- David 
FEinkelstein，Writing an extremelv 
one-sided piece in the Neto 7orKker 
(9/10/79) duotes aa Shanghai 
native: “No churches have opened 
in Shanghai， And if thev did， 计

Apparently 5,000 people who 
attend the Mo-en Church (for- 
merelv Noore Memorial) ， in 
Shanghai，filling to _ capacity the 
facilities in two_ worship services) 
do not agree with Finkelstein's 
informant. In addition， twwo other 
Protestant churches,，Chin Sin and 
Hu Pi:-have opened their doors to 
a combined 2,300 worshippers， 
and the St， Icenatius “Roman 
Catholic _ Church has resumed 
mass in NOovember，1979. 

Cities throuchout China are 
reporting re-activated churches. 
In Beijing，tvo Protestant chur- 
ches and the Immaculate Concep- 
tion _ Catholic Church conduct 
pubjic worship services， Other 
cities Where Protestant churches 
have re-opened and are welcom- 
ing congregations of a_ 1,000 or 
more are: Fuzhou，Ningpo，Xia- 
men， Hangzhou， and Guang- 
Zhou， 

Moreover，church leaders are 
engaged in advanced stages of 
negotiations and preparations for 
resumption of public worship in 
Such cities as Tienjin，Shengvamng， 
Hangkow Qingtao and Nanjing. 
In Nanjing， there are manyv 
Christians meeting in house 
churches scatteredthroughout the 
GitV.， 

MODELS 

In detailing _ two cases of 
churches that have re-opened，we 
are not imDblving that thev are the 
on models being adonted. One 
fact we have qiscovered on this 
trip is that considerable diversity 
exists ”amongzg Chinas various 
Drovinces 一 Which in our context 
niight be calledq "state's rights.” 

Thie ”Dongshan Christian 
Church held its :first worship 
service On Sebt. 30，1979. All of 
the churches in the entire Province 
were closed during the _ Cultural 
Revolution. However， about 25 or 
30 pastors and lav leaders con- 
tinued meeting toxether in their 
homes..Partlv to stav together as a 
&rOUD andqd Dartlv to _ Provide a 
means of emblovment，about 125 
of the Protestant Dastors Organ- 
ized a factorv_ to imanufacture 
equipment for classroom use. One 
of the church builqings was' 
converted into the factorv. 

At -the opening Worship ser- 
Vice，800 _ people were in atten-

Dr. Edward Teller
